The capture of at least a 
gcore or more of the poison dis- 
pensers is expected, according to the 
1 officials.

Neighbor Notifies Dr.

HAD RANSACKED HOUSE 
BEFORE BEING JAILED 


Carried to Home of Dr. 
Hughes to Await.Arrival 
of Police, They Ask to 
Be Allowed to Smoke. 


Caught by Dr. Claude N. Hughes 
and a negro servant while: ran- 
sacking the home of Colonel B. L. 
Bugg, at 34 Inman circle, three day- 
light burglars, still in their-twen- 
ties, were jailed Monday afternoon 
by the police after they had been 
held prisoners by neighbors, await- 
ifig the arrival of the officers. 

The three men were first no3ticed 
entering the Bugg home by Mrs. 
Charlies Crumley, of 31 Inman Cir- 
cle, who saw them prize a panel 
from the front door of the resi- 
dence in order to effect their en- 
trance. Mrs. Crumley immediately 
notified Dr. Hughes, of 38 Inman 
Circle, who, with a negro servant, 
armed thémselves and proceeded 
to the Bugg home. 

Before they had arrived the three 
intruders had made, good headway 
at making a clean sweep of the 
premises. Nearly every room of the 
home. had been searched—clothing 
and other articles were scattered on 
the floor’and trunks and drawers 
opened in a search for valuables. 

Automatic Pistol Found. 

Dr. Hughes and his servant went 
to the front door of the Bugg home 
and demanded that the burglars 
come out; this they did without 
offering much resistance. They were 
searched for arms and an automattie 
pistol was found on one. The three 
were marched to the Hughes home, 
where they were held under guard 
until the police could be notified. 

While being held,in the Hughes 
yhome they made the request that 
they be allowed to smoke. This was 
granted and they sat calmly smok- 
ing until. the officers arrived and 
took them in charge. 

Detectives Sturdevant, Cowan and 
Gillespie were sent to the house 
and placed the men. under arrest. 

At the police station the men gave 
pete names as Raymond Sisson, 135 

nes street; ‘W. T. Byerly, 63 Luckié 
street, and Charles Réberson, 17 
Western avenue. Théy wére held on 
charges ofburglary. “ 

Colonel Bugg and members of his 
family are’ wintering at Lake City, 
Fla. and the house was unoccupied. 

Sees Men Enter House. 

_ It was about 1:15 when Mrs. Crum- 
ley noticed the three young men pry 
the panel off thé front door, and fif- 
teen minutes later they were caught. 

Dr. Hughes/and his wife live next 
door to the Bugg home and Mrs. 
Hughes stood at the side window 
and watched her husband as he 
approached the house. In her ver-« 
sion of the robbery, Mrs. Hughes 
said: 

“Dr. Hughes went to the front 
door and ordered the men to come 
out. They did not try to get away. 
The doctor and the butler were both 
armed. The men had entered the 
Bugg home and had scattered every- 
thing around, but apparently did not 
find anything they wanted to steal, 
or if they did they dropped it as they 
came out. They were brought to 
our home, “and looked like very 
young men. They did not fesist be- 
ing searched, and while waiting for 
the police asked if they could 
smoke.” 

At police station the men were 
carried before Chief of Detectives

Although Sir William Osler was 
known to be seriously ill at his 
home in Oxford, where he has been 
regius professor of medicine since 
1904, recent advices had given hope 
for his recovery. Sir William, who 
passed his seventieth birthday last 
July, was stricken with pneumonia 
in November, but about the middle 
of that month was reported con- 
valescent. <A fortnight ago, how- 
ever, reports reached the United 
States that he had taken a turn for 
the worse. Cabled advices shortly 
afterward announced his condition 
was somewhat improved, while on 
Christmas day a message from him 


was received at the Johns Hopkins 
hospital in Baltimore, in which the 


famous physiciam extended Christ- 
mas greetings to all his old friends 
and announced that he was “making 
a good fight,” after an operation.

Senator Fall Claims That

Washington, December,’ 29.—That 
rrepresentatives of the Mexican gov- 
ernment in this country evolved the 
scheme to have William O>-Jenkins, 
consular agent at Puebla, released 
on bail by an American in order to 
embarrass the United States govern- 
ment, was the charge made hege to- 
night in a statement given out at 
the office of Senator Albert (HH. 
Fall, of New Mexico, chairman of 
the senate committee investigating 
Mexican affairs. 

The three Mexicans, one of whom 
is Rafael Nieto sub-secretary of 
finance in the Carranza government, 
will be subpoenaed by the Fall com- 
mittee to. testify asto their alleged 
participation in the matter. This is 
the first time that a Mexican has 
been called before the committee 
and, in connection with this inter- 
esting line of the Jenkins case, it is 
anticipated that their testimony 
may bring out some sensational fea- 
tures relating to the activities of 
Carranza agsnts in the United Statés. 

Scheme Framed in New York. 

“T have it upon the best of au- 
thority that a couple of days before 
American Consular Agent William O. 
Jenkins was released from jail at 
Puebla under bail furnished by J. 
Salter Hansen, four Mexicans were

Why don’t you ask some of 
your friends in Mexico to find some 
person who would be willing to bail 
Jenkins out of jail. As soon as this 
is done, the laugh will be on the 
Americans.’ 

Sent Telegram to Mexico. 

“After lunch, Nieto and Lopez 
Figueroa remained alone. Later 
they went to a Western Union of- 
fice, where Nieto sent gq long tele- 
gram to Huis Cabrera, /minister of 
finance of the Carranza govern- 
ment. . 

“It is known ‘that in this wiré 
Nieto asked ‘Cabrera to find an 
American to be used in the Jen- 
kins case, or perhaps he already 
Knew of Hanson, and suggested 
him. - ‘ 

“It is also these two that conneot 
the story linking Hansen with Sec- 
retary Lansing and even with Pres- 
ident Wilson.

Senator King Prepares 
New Set of Reservations 
But the Mild Republican 

| Reservationists Refuse 

to Accept. 


SITUATION ON TREATY 
REMAINS UNCHANGED 


Washington Hears From 
Paris That Call Will 
Soon Be Issued for First 
Meeting of Council’ of 
League of Nations.

Washington, December. 29.—Sena- 
tor King, of Utah, entered’ the 
treaty compromise game today as a 
voluntary ‘“‘pinch hitter,” hoping to 
deliver the blow that would bring 
an overtime victory for the treaty 
and gather unto himself the glory 
that attaches to such a feaf™ 

He “came to bat” with a brand- 
new set of compromise reservations, 
but the “mild - reservationists,” 
scenting a deep plot to displace them 
in the limelight, ordered him back 
to the senate bench until they have 
had their inning. 

Senator King thought he saw a 
chance to obtain a place among the 
immortals as the man who devised 
compromise ratification of the 
treaty. He overcame every obstacle 
to fame except one. His reserva- 
tions had to be accepted by the re- 
publican senators who are working 
for a compromise. They read his 
program and said “‘no.” If they had 
only said “yes,” -Senator King’s 
friends would have begun selecting 
a spot in statuary hall for his mar- 
ble likeness. The senato? is now 
like another famous advocate of 
compromise, who never reached the 
hall of fame, John J. Crittenden. / 

Fears Compromise Hopeless. 

The senator from Utah is con- 
vinced tonight that it is well nigh, 
impossible ‘to frame a compromise. 
He had. been assured by some of his 
democratic colleagues, notably Rans- 
dell and Gay, of Louisiana, that his 
program of reservations, modeled 
along the ganeral lines of the Lodge 
group, were “fairly aceeptab}e.” 
After his stunning refusal from the 
“mild reservationists” he re-read the 
work of his mind and heart and 
hand and-coficluded that a compro- 
mise on the Article X.. reservation 
could not be devised.

'RED RIOT OCCURS 


AT CUBAN FUNERAL 


Twenty-five Persons Are 
Wounded—M ourners 
Clashed With Police and 
Many Shots Were Fired. 


Havana, December 29.—-Twenty- 
five persons were wounded today in 
encounters between the police, per- 
sons attending the funeral of a la- 
borer killed in Sunday’s demonstra- 
tion against the high cost of living 
and spectators gathered along the 
route of the funeral procession. Ten 


yof the wounded are gravely injured. 


Seven persons, including two po- 
licemen, were wounded by pistol 
shots a quarter of a mile distant 
from the home of the laborer, as 
his coffin was being carried toward 
the cemetery on the shoulders of a 
Sroup of brother laborers. After 
this outbreak there gras no fur- 
ther disturbance untiF he body had 
beenp-buried and the uneral party 
was returning omar r. : 

As the mournérs feached the cen- 
ter of the city a fusillade of shots 
was exchanged with the police and 
about eighteen persons were in- 
jured., The police finally succeed- 
ed in re-establishing order. 

Reports as to the cause of the 
encounters are conflicting. The 
police claim that / efforts 
were made by the crowd to attack 
them, while the laborers assert that 
the police provoked them by indis- 
criminately wielding their clubs 
against inoffensive men and women 
spectators of the funeral. 

In prominent parts of the city to- 
night printed notices were posted 
calling for vengeance against the 
police. These were removed by the 
authorities. All was quiet tonight 
and the indications seemed to be 
that there would be no further 
trouble. 

It is estimated that severakthou- 
sand laborers were in the funeral 
procession, while tens of thousands 
of persons ijned the-streets through 
which the cortege passed. 

The labor situation at present is 
very grave and a general] strike is 
said to be impending. It is report- 
ed that President Menocal has pre- 
pared a decree calling for @ suspen- 
sion of guarantees the moment a 
strike is called.

LEAGUE COUNCIL 
SOON TO BE CALLED 
IN FIRST MEETING 


Paris, December 29.—-Informal no- 
tice of the first meeting of the 
council of the league of nations 
probably will be given a day or two 
after the exchange of ratifications 
of the treaty of Versailles. Ambas- 
sador Wallace cabled the state de- 
partment in Washington to this ef- 
fect after this morning’s meeting 
of the supreme council, which had 
the question under consideration. 

It is still an open question wheth- 
er, the formal call for the meeting, 
in view of the fact that the 
United States has not ratified the 
treaty, shall be issued by 
Premier Clemenceau, the president 
This ques- 
tion, as well as the place for the 
meeting of the membefs of the 
council, will probably be decided to- 
morrow. 

The difficulty arising from the 
fact that the United States has not 
ratified the treaty and President 
Wilson consequently will not be 
able to issue an official convoca- 
tion will be surmounted, according 
to the council’s plan, by President 
Wilson issuing an unofficial call. 

It is considered here impossible 
that the first meeting of the council 
will be held in Washington, as 
originally provided, because of the 
urgency of action on some questions 
touching execution of the treaty of 
Versailles. The impression here is 
that the members of the council will 
be asked to come to Paris. 

The date for the exchange of rat-~- 
ifications on which the call for the 
meeting of the league’s council de- 
pends, is still uncertain, nothing 
having been heard from the Ger- 
mans in response to the latest allied 
note. The expectation in official 
circles is that some word from Ber- 
lin regarding the subject will be at 
hand by tomorrow unless interrupt- 
ed telegraphic transmission causes 
further delay. 

According to the terms of the 
peace treaty, Germany was to fur- 
nish by December 31 a statement 
regarding a number of different 
questions dealt with by the treaty. 
As the exchange of ratifications is 
not yet definitely in sight, however, 
the council today considered the 
possibility of extending the time for 
this statement. 

The conditions under which Ger- 
many ts to turn over the light cruis- 
ers demanded as part of the repara- 


tion for the destruction of the Scapa 
Flow fleet, also was discussed by 
the council. 

It was decided to send congratu- 
lations to General Niessel, heading 
the mission to the Baltic, on the 
manner in which its task, in con- 
nection with the evacuation of the 
Baltic provinces by the German 
troops, has been carried out.

Additional outrages alleged to 
have been perpetrated by Mexicans 
upon the American oil companies op- 
erating in the Tampico district were 
reported today and a copy of the re- 
port has been sent to the state de- 
partment. It includes our 
hitherto .reported, up to November 
23 of this year, and sets forth the 
following alleged incidents: 

“On October 19 four Méxican ban- 
dits are.said to have raided the Gar- 
rapatas camp of the Huasteca com- 
pany. An American employee was 
robbed of $59 in cash, a watch 
and other valuables. A Chinaman at 
the camp was a robbed of $$&. 

“On September 3, it is stated, 
armed forces entered the Los Na- 
ranjos camp of the Aguila company 
and robbed the cashier of $2.780 In 
Mexican pesos. This is the same 
company that previously reported 
the killing of James Wallace, en 
American employee, by Carranza sol- 
diers. 2 

Foe Corona company reports that 
on the®*night of October 14 a wooden 


bridge on the Tampico-Panuca val- 
_ley railroad crossing the Estero de 


Chijoles was set on fire hy bandits. 
A railroad employee living near the 
bridge saw the fire and was able to 
extinguish it before it gained great 
headway, thus confining the dam- 
age, which otherwise would have 
been very large, to 380 pesos. The 
bridge forms part of an important 
railway line, and government troops 
have several times been transport- 
ed. across it in the campaign 
against rebels operating in the Hu- 


J astesa. 


Usual Visits of Troups. 


‘The Corona company reports 
further that apart from the usual 
visits of the Carranzista and Villista 
troops to their camps in the San 
Jose de las Rusias districts, on 
which occasions they always com- 
mandeer fodder for their horses and 
meals for the ‘caberillas,’ everything 
was quiet in their camps during the 
months mentioned.” 

On October 30 a launch of the 
Transcontinental company, on which 
were four American employees in 
addition to the.crew, was attacked 
by bandits in the Chijol canal. The 


| Americans were unarmed, it is said, 


as is required by the Mexican gov- 
ernment, no one in the district being 
allowed to carry arms except the 
Carranza soldiers. One of the Amer- 
icans, in making the report to the 
company, says: 

“Probably fifteen shots were fired 
before we could come to a stop and 
we were being threatened continual- 
ly for our slowness in getting to 
the shore. There was another boat; 
which we had just passed, arriving 
about this time with four or five 
Americans and two Mexicans, one 
with his wife and two children. The 
robbers got about $8,600 ore nation- 
al from both boats, besides watches, 
cuff buttons, cameras, _§ etc. No 
clothing was etaken. I personally 
lost $500, ore national, and a pair 
of gold cuff links valued at $15 U. 8. 
There were six bandits in sight 
armed with rifles and pistols.” 

Bandits “Covered” Boat. 
The Metropolitan company, which 
owned the launch referred to in 


the transcontinental reports that 
teh pssengers were on its boat that 
was held up at the same time as 
the launch of the transcontinental 
company. The bandits “covered” the 
Metropolitan boat and”*two of them 
went aboard fully armed, “and hav- 
ing their faces covered with white 
handkerchiefs wtih red stripes,” and 
asked to be informed “what the se- 
crets of the launch were.” The re- 
port continues: 

“In order to avoid all possible 


outrage against us we gave them 
all kinds of facilities, showing them 
the various departments of the 
launch. As they did not find any- 
thing of value they broke open one 
of these departments with the butt 
end of one of their rifles whereupon 
they proceeded to searth all of the 
passengers. They took from one of 
them the sum of $6,000, pesos ore, 
national and another was robbed of 
his wateh and a pair of new boots.

It is declared these alleged rob- 
beries were promptly reported to 
the authorities at Zapota, 
Blanco and Tampico, but that no 
arrests have been made, and that, 
as far as is ascertainable, no ef- 
forts hve been made to apprehend 
any of the bandits.

from 1880 to 1904. He was born in 
Canada in 1849. 

Sir William Osler was one of the 
great men who sprang from Cana- 
dian soil. He was born in the prov- 
ince of Ontario and grew to be the 
most distinguished of four distin- 
guished sons of a famous mother, 
the hundredth anniversary of whose 
birth was celebrated at Toronto on 
December 14, 1906. 

His first preceptor was the parish 
priest, to whom he acknowledged 
his moral and mental indebtedness 
and to whom he inscribed one of his 
learned works—‘The Practice of 
Medicine.” 

Receiving his medical degree from 
McGill university in 1872, Dr. Osler 
placed the imprint of his ability on 
medical learning to such a marked 


degree that within a few years he 
became an accepted authority in 
medical science. His great art lay 
in: his skill in diagnosis and his 
profound knowledge of all the parts 
wma functions of the human body 
and the various ills of nature. If 
such a thing could be, he was a 
specialist in all departments of 
ne dicine. 

The late George Murray described 
him as “a man of great and versa- 
tile genius.” The province of Onta- 
rio characterizes him as among the 
greatest living Canadians. 


Inflzenced Lives of Others, 

No small part of Dr. Osler’s work 
lay in his directing influence on the 
lives of others. His precepts were 
broad and sound. Thousands of 
young men from all lands came tn- 
der the eye of this teacher, and 
thousands learned the lessons that 
he taught through his. writing. 
Above all he urged work, so that 
the temptations of early or later 
years might be avoided. To the 
youth he said: 

“There are other altars than that 
of Venus on which to light your 
fires, young man—work, incessant, 
hard, earnest work.” 

Of Dr. Osler it has been said—“A 
more jovial joker, a more epigram- 
matic and witty member of society 
never made an after-dinner speech.” 

Perhaps it was because of this 
that he gained a reputation in the 
vast world which might otherwise— 
and naturally—never have heard of 
him as a great physician. 


His 40 Years Dictum. 


In 1905 at the commemoration day 
exercises of John Hopkins univer- 
sity of Baltimore, in which he 
served as professor of medicine, Dr. 
Osler delivered the address in which 
he spoke of “the comparative use- 
lessness of men above 40 years of 
age.” His words, then spoken with- 
out thought of how far-reaching 
they would be, passed around the 
world in garbled form of every Va- 
riety. He was quoted as having 
said in effect that men past that age 
were of no value in the progress of 
humanity and that men who had 
reached the age of 60 should be 
chloroformed. 

Dr. Osler remained silent on the 
subject for a considerable period ane 
then issued a statement, in which 
he declared: 

“I did not say men at 60 should 
be cmMoroformed. That was the point 
in the novel to which I referred, anda 
upon which the plot hinged.” 

The novel in question was “The 
Fixed Period,” written by Anthony 
Trollope in 1882. 

Dr. Osler was criticised by ths 
public and press generally, and in 
answer to these he said: 

“The criticisms have not shaken 
my convictions that the telling work 
of the world has been done and is 
done by men under 40 years of age. 
The exceptions which have been 
given only illustrate the rule. 

“It would be to the general good 
if men at 60 were retired from 
active work. We tshould miss the 
energies of some young-old men, but 
on the whole, it would be of greater 
service to the sexagenarii them- 
selves.” 


Active Until Close of Life. 


Nevertheless, and notwithstanding 
his views on this sumject, Dr. Osler 
himself remained in active practice 
until the close of his life. Having 
served in Johns Hopkins to 1905, he 
was called, at the age of 56, to Ox- 
ford university as regius professor 
of medicine, the highest honor in the 
bestowal of British institutions of 
learning. or his great services in 
medicine he was knighted, and cre- 
ated a baronet by King George at 
his coronation in 1911, During the 
war he rendered great services to 
the empire as organizer and coun- 
selor, and was one of the leaders in 
the recent concerted movement to 
bring British medical education. to 
the highest plane of thoroughness. 

he only son of Sir William Osler, 
Lieutenant Edward ‘'sler, was killed 
in action in 1917. sir William Oas- 
ler was the son of the late Rev. F. L. 
Osler. His mother was born in Kent, 
England, and emigrated to Canada 
with her husband in 1837. She died 
at the age of 101 years. Two broth-

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\Firemen Still Busy 


Hundreds of Bales of Cot- 
ton Belonging to Gov- 
‘ernment and Southern 
Cotton and Oil Company 


Destroyed.

Members of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment have been busily engaged 
for many weary hours in fighting 
an unusual fire at the Southern Cot- 
ton Oil company, located near Fort 
McPhérson on Lee street, where 
several hundred bales of cotton 
stored in a warehouse of the com- 
pany became ignited about 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. The smoldering 
blaze, according t@ fire officials, will 
continue for the next thirty hours. 

Several companies of the Atlanta 
fire department and the Fort Mc- 
Pherson fire brigade answered the 
call. On account of the location of 
the warehotdses, it was necessary for 
the Atlanta department to lay a 
line of hose for approximately one 
mile to reach the flames. The fire, 
80 far has spread to approximately 
1,500 bales, belonging to the South- 
ern Cotton and Oil company and the 
government. 

“On account of the location and 
the nature of the fire, it will be 
necessary to keep a number of fire- 
men at the-scene and keep the hose 
playing on the Smoldering cotton 
lor at least thirty-six hours,” stated 
lire oftlicials onday. 

Near the scene of tne burning cot- 
ton are several warehouses stored 
with cotton, Approximately 4,00v 
bales of cotton would have been de- 


stroyed had the blaze spread to 
other warehouses.

in the warehouse. The large amount 
of cotton stored therein also makes 
the work of the firemen more dir- 
ficult. 

It was stated by members of the 
Southern Cotton Oil company that 
the cotton was of poor quality, and 
that it was not expected that the 
damage would be very gréat. 

It will be necessary for a small 
number of men te remain at the 
scene until the cotton has become 
thoroughly soaked with water.

- Thousands of Dollars to 


Disabled Service Men. 


- 


Congress’ Christmas present to the 
disabled . service men, the benefits 
contained in the new Sweet bill 
which became effective on December 
24, when President Wilson signed 
it, means thousands of dollars to the 
men of Georgia who were disabled 
while in service and is retroactive 
to April 6, 1917, the date the United 
States entered the war. 

In other words, any “man in the 
military service of the United States 
who was either totally or perma- 
nently disabled and was discharged 
after April 6, 1917, is entitled to the 
benefits contained in this bill, re- 
gardiess of whether he has drawn 


compensation or not. In the case 
of the men who have already drawn 
compensation, this compensation is 
increased for both single and mar- 
ried men. 

Under the provisions of the Sweet 
bill a man who has been declared 
temporarily totally—disabled is en- 
titled to $80 per month, and will re; 
ceive the difference between hi 
old compensation and the new rate. 
For each child up to two he re- 
ceives $5 each and for his wife he 
receives $10. 

For Dependent Parents. 

For each dependent parent he 
receives $10, therefore a man who 
was temporarily tetally disabled is 
entiled to $110, providing he has the 
dependents mentioned above. If his 
disability is only twenty-five per 
cent he will receive twenty-five per 
cent of the allowance for total dis- 
ability. oe 

For permanent disability a man is 
allowed $80 per month for himself 
and the maximum for tamily al- 
lowance igs $100. The permanent dis- 
ability allowance is also governed 
by a percentage system 50 that a 
man who has been declared twenty- 
five per cent disabled will receive 
twenty-five per cent of the total 
amount. in addition to this, if his 
insurance is effective he receives 
benefits from that. 

The compensation from the bu- 
reau of war risk insurance con- 
tinues as long as a Man lives and if 
a man has lost one leg.or one arm 
has been declared parti lly perma- 
nently disabled he wiltreceive his 
compensation for life regardless ol 
what his future earning power may 
become. Even if he were to increase 
his earning power to ten or fifteen 
thousand dollars a year, the govern- 
ment woutd continue his allowance. 
This is done in order to instill am- 
bition into the men and make them 
realize that whatever they make of 
themselves will have no bearing 
whatsoever on their allowance. 

any men who are now in train- 
ing under the federal board for Vo- 
cational education will receive bene- 
fits under this new bill. The bu- 
reau of war risk insurance contin- 
ues a man’s allowance from the time 
of his discharge until the time he 
enters training and in many in- 
stances this has been several 
months. In each case the men in- 
volved will receive the back pay 
coming ta them-under the new Dill. 


Will Be of Great Help. 


That this money will be of great 
assistance to many of the ex-service 
men and their families was shown 
Monday by referring to the records 
of the bureau of war risk insurance 
and the Red Cross. One woman 
wrote to the Red Cross asking as- 
sistance, stating that her husband 
had contracted tuberculosis in the 
service and that he was now in a 
public health hospital and that the 
$65 per month allowed her under 
the old compensation plan was in- 
sufficient to take care of his family. 
A little home had been bought and 
payments had lagged, but under the 
new provisions this man will receive 
a lump sum of.$700 and $100 per 
month from now on. 

In addition to the men who were 
in active service the men who were 
drafted by their local boards and 
who had not been accepted for serv- 
ice will receive the same benefits as 
the man who served his allotted 
time}

Man Also Sought by Po- 


ter Said She Intended to 
Get Brown’s Money and 
Ring If She Had to Kill 
Him.

Mount Clemens, ich., December 
29.—With a charge of murder lodged 
against Beatrice Vester, Macomb 
county authorities tonight sent out 
a call for the arrest of a man they 
said may have been connected with 
the killing last Tuesday night of J. 
Stanley Brown. 

Checking up the story told\them 
by Gladys Summit implicating the 
“Vester woman, officers declared it 
improbable that the woman alone 
could have committed the alleged 
crime. The man’s name _ and in- 
formation connecting him with the 
case were withheld here, but. po- 
lice in scores of cities, throughout 
the country. have been asKed to lo- 
cate the tWo suspects. 

Girl of Many Names. 

Beatrice Vester, also known as 
Beatrice Workman and Beatrice 
Nelson, it is said, left Battle Creek 
last Saturday after inviting her 
roommate, Miss Stmmit, to accom- 
pany her to Toledo. Letters found 
in the girl’s room indicated she had 
formerly lived in Flint, and other 
letters from her grandmother in 
Kalamazoo urged her to' return to 
that city. 

According to Miss Summit, the 
girl for whom a warrant was is- 
sued today was absent from Bat- 
tle Creek from last Tuesday until 
Wednesday afternoon and upon her 
return displayed much interest in 
the news of Brown's death, later 
becoming hysterical and _ fearful 
that her name might be connected 
with the case. 

She left Battle Creek last Satur- 
day after writing a note to a soldier, 
saying “I’m on my way. Don’t ask 
me where. I don’t know.” 

Miss Summit, according to Chief 
Straight, declared the Vester girl 
told her she intended to “get 
Brown’s money and ring if I have 
to kill him.” ' yr 

- Had Plenty of Cash. | 

Following this conversation with 
her, Miss Summit said, Miss Ves- 
ter left for Mount Clemens to Keep 
an appointment with Brown. She 
returned to Battle Creek Wednes- 
day afternoon, and, Miss Summit 
said, seemed well supplied with 
money. 

Miss Vester left Battle Creek for 
Mount Clemens early last week, the 
statement says, after borrowing a 
uniform from a soldier stationed af 
Camp Custer. She returned to Bat- 
tle Creek "Wednesday afternoon, 
Miss Summit declared, with a large 


sum of money and attired in new 
and expensive clothing. Later, when 
informed of Brown’s death by Miss 
Summit, the statement says, the girl 
displayed unusual interest and in- 
quired if her name was mentioned 
by the newspaper report. - 

Discussing the latest development 
of the investigation, Alan Straight, 
chief of police, who returned here 
last night with Miss Summit, re- 
called the statement of a farmer 
that the latter had passed Brown’s 
automobile late Tuesday night and 
some distance down the road had 
passed a figure dressed in man’s 
clothing, but who, he said, did not 
walk or look like a man. This pe- 
culiarity, the farmer said, attracted 
a second look at the pedestrian. 


Borrowed Soldier’s Uniform. 


Miss Summit’s statement that a 
uniform had been borrowed from a 
Camp Custer soldier, Chief Straight 
declared, was corroborated by the 
fact that the soldier called at the 
young woman’s rooming house dur- 
ing the officer’s investigation there 
to ask the return of the uniform. 
Straight said he believed the sol- 
dier was not in any other way con- 
nected with the case. 

Miss Summit’s statement says the 
young woman asked her to join her 
on a visit to Mount Clemens, where, 
she said, she had ‘an engagemen 
with the slain.man. 

“T’ll get Brown’s money and 
if I have to kill him,” the statement 
quotes the girl as saying. 

Miss Summit says she declined the 
invitation, whereupon the. girl re- 
plied: “Then I'll get someone else 
to help me.” 

Miss Summit and Herrick Kendall, 
a taxi driver, brought here yester- 
day for examination, were released 
tonight and returned to Battle 
Creek. ; ¥

Plans for the conterence were

‘Washington, December 29.—Pre- 
liminary arrangements for the in- 
Vestigation of wages and prices in 
the bituminous coa! industry, as pru- 
vided in the coal strike settlement, 
were made at the initial meetings 
today of the commission of three ap- 
pointed by President Wilson.

Export Restrictions Lifted. 
Relaxation of export restrictions 


“In he two weeks which have 
passed since the bituminous coal) 
miners returned to work, generally 
production has increased regularly. 
This has afforded a great measure of 
relief in those consuming sections 
customarily supplied by miners in 
the central competitive field and in 
the southwest and in which sections 
consumers’ stocks have been much 
depleted. Indicative of the better 
condition of such stocks is the fact 
that many of these consumers who 
were eager during the strike to ob- 
tain coal from the fields which had 
cotninued to produce in the east, 
have refused now to take such coal 
which the railroads moved west dur- 


sumers, the additional freight 
rates from the east naturally 
entering into the price of the coak. 

“It is necessary, under the circum- 
Stances, that productions of the east- 
ern fields be again turned into 
usual channels and usual markets 
and among the latter is the over- 
seas export market. Otherwise a 
serious congestion of coal loads will 
inevitably develop on the railroads. 


Instructions Issued. 


“After careful consideration of 
the entire situation, it has been 
deemed advisable to permit re- 
stricted resumption of overseas ex- 
port movement of bituminous coal. 
Instructions have already been is- 
sued for such movement through 
the ports of Hampton Roads and 
Baltimore in an amount equal to 
about 50 per cent of the export 
tonnage handled through those 
ports in the month of October. 
Similar arrangements will bé made 
at other ports as soon as the nec- 
essary details now under way can 
be perfected. At each port, how- 
ever, the export dumping will be 
only allowed upon a restricted ba- 
sis, the restrictions being made ef- 
fective by railroad embargoes 
against the movement of coal to 
tidewater ports, for export, and the

If congress fails to enact law 
that will empower the department 


of justice to deal commensurately 
with the anarchistic element with 
which this country is more and 
more. becoming saturated it will 


be assuming a grave responsibility. 


Under the law as it stands, and 


as Attorney General Palmer has 
emphatically pointed out to con- 


gress, it is no crime to circulate

There is a bill pending before 
congress, prepared by the depart- 
ment of justice and introduced in 
the house by Representative Mar- 
tin L. Davey, of Ohio, and known 
as the “Davey sedition bill”— 
which provides for the legal power 
the attorney general has asked for, 
and which he needs if his depart- 
ment is to hold this infernal red 
menace: under control. 

It is predicated upon the unas-

You Laugh? 


Laughter and life and two of the 
commonest, simplest things, but 
they are not so easily explained. In-- 
deed, it is often the commonplace 
affair that baffes theory, so that one 


finds it hard to tell just how a cat 
purrs. 


In its purest form laughter is life, 
the artless glee of children. whose 


powers are coming into being. The 
more life, the more laughter. 
Laughter means strength, hence one 
speaks of the “laughing lion.” But 
there:are forms of laughter that are 
net so pleasant to those who hear 
the merriment. 


Laughter in the form of the ludi- 
crous arises as one perceives some 


defect in ahother; a drunken man, a 
deaf person; a stammerer seem fun- 
ny when in pany 4 each is a pa- 
thetic example of human life. As 
the slang expression puts it, “the 
laugh is on them,” 


Laughter is both self-conscious- 
ness and the fe2ling of superiority. 


He who is ablo to raise himself 
above his fellows laughs at those 
beneath him. We live in a laughing 
world, but the tendency to equalize 
men has worked to reduce the 
amount of laughter. Some new 


source of laughter must be found. 

We laugh at the funny picture be- 
cause it represénts the subject of 
the sketch as being in a position in- 
ferior to our own. He is about to 
step into some kind of a pitfall, or 


say, “Ha! Ha!” 


The better laughter, the kind of

and Ibsen produce, They do not 
laugh at men but at man.

JURY DUTY 


(From the Seattle Post-Intelli- 

gencer.) 

These postulates from a Georgia 
newspaper (The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion) will not be controverted: 

“July service, upon call, is one of the 
highest of the obligations of citizenship 
in a democracy—second only, perhaps, to 
the citizen’s duty to defend his country 
against invasion an enemy. The right 
of trial by jury is vouchsafed any citi- 
zen accused of crime in this country, and 
it follows, therefore, that an effort to es- 
cape jury service is closely akin to an ef- 
fort to impede the course of justice.’ 

The Georgia paper’s comment 
was elicited by this announcement 
of a judge in that state upon the 
opening of court to hear criminal 
cases: 

“Business men who may be drawn for 
jury duty must arrange their affairs to do 
jury service without regard to inconven- 
ience. If the men who happen to be on 
the juries be without experience with af- 
fairs and be not tempered with deliberate 
thought and action, but are influenced by 
impulse and passion, and happen to return 
verdicts most acceptable to the lawless and 
the criminal, then law enforcement will 
come to a low tide. Whether there shail 
be enforcement of the | is going to 
depend upon whether the people of the state 
shall have on the juries the services of men 

h and with high conceptions of 
citizenship. This is the meaning of the 
new law as passed."’ 


Recently the American Legion of 
Georgia declared in a resolution: 
“It is the sense of the. American 


Legion that no prospective juror be 
eee unless the statutes so re- 
uire.” '

service stands charged with an ob- 
ligation to respond whenever called

‘Battle for Life 


Steamer Wrecked and 25 
. Members of Crew Lost. 
Five Seamen Cling to 
Wreck in Almost Hope- 
less State. 


Halifax, December 29.—Five sur- 
vivors of the thirty members of the 
crew of the Belgian steamer Anton 
Van Dreil were battling desperate- 
ly for life tonight on the wreck 
of their ship, which was fast being 
pounded to pieces on the jagged 
rocks which guard the entrance to 
St. Mary’s bay, Newfoundland. Their 
only hope was that the wreck, swept 
incessantly by gigantic icy combers, 
would hold together until a rescu- 
ing steamer from St. Johns was able 
to reach them. It was a slender 
hope for the ill-fated ship had been 
driven on the rocks at a spot where 
no vessel could approach in safe 
ty in the calmest weather. | 

All day long the fisher folk from 
the nearby village of St. Shotts had 
watched the unequal struggle for 
life from tops of rugged cliffs which 
frowned down upon the wreck. They 
were absolutely powerless to aid, 
but the fascination of the impend- 
ing tragedy held the spectators on 
the storm-swept cliff tops until 
darkness hid the wreck. 

The Anton Van Dreil, laden with 
a cargo of coal for the Dutch gov- 
ernment, cleared from Sydney last 


Saturday under the command of 
Captain Turnweil. Swept out of her 


course by a terrific sea she 
was hurled on St. Shotts 
ledges shortly after 1 o’clock 
this morning. Boats were immedi- 
ately launched and as promptly 
dashed to pieces against the cliffs 
by the mountainous waves. When 
morning broke the inhabitants of 
the little tishing village saw five 
men clinging esperately to the 
bridge of the doomed steamer while 
wreckage and bodies were tossed 
about in the breakers at the foot of 
the cliffs. . 

The steamer ordered from St. 
John’s to attempt a rescue can 
not reach the scene of the wreck 
before tomorrow morning at the 
earliest. Reports received here 
late this afternoon from St. Shotts 
declared that there were only slen- 
der chances of the Anton Van Dreil 
holding together throughout the 
night. e 


“Moonshiner’s Row _ 
Thinks Jail Will Do 
Most Any Man Good 


Macon, Ga., December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—According to the twenty- 
three prisoners on “Moonshiners’ 
Row” in the Bibb county jail, thir- 
ty days in jail will do most any 
man good. In a statement issued 
on behalf of all the moonshiners, 
thanking Jailor Tom McCommons 
for courtesies shown them during 
the holidays, the whisky-makers 
say: 

“We think thirty days in jail will 
do anyone good. We think it will 
put a man to thinking before he 
does anything wrong. If the jail 
doesn’t change him he is a lost man. 
We see men behind the bars every 
day for all things and we think 
thirty days here will tend to make 
& man appreciate a good home.” 

“Moonshiners’ Row” is the most 
exclusive part of the Bibb county 
jail. The prisoners have formed a 
regular club and when they sign 
their names they always do so with 
the suffix “Moonshiner,” and they 
Seem to get as much satisfaction out 
of it as do physicians and clergymen 
in putting “M. D.” and “D. D.” after 
their names. 

Most of the moonshiners now in 
jail are serving sentences ranging 
from two to six months, imposed by 
Judge Beverly D. Evans, of the 
United States district court.

“this award is entirely inadequate 
to the services that were performed 
by the officers of the naval attache 
and those who worked with me. 
The effect of this work was to keep 
Spain from entering the war against 
usatthe time of the enemy March 
offensive of 1918, also a reduction 
of the submarine activities off the 
coast of Spain.” 

“If my estimate is correct,” the 
letter said, “my services and the 
services of those who worked with 
me. in spite of the opposition of the 
ambassador, is certainly greater 
than the work of any single battle- 
ship in the war or by any official 
stationed on shore duty in adminis- 
trative capacity.” 


The letter contains the first inti-. 


mation of friction among American 
diplomatic and naval officials at 
Madrid during the war.

Washington, December 29.—Tu- 
berculosis was given as the com- 
monest single cause of death among 
cotton mill operatives, in a report 
teday by the bureau of labor statis- 
tics, based on a study of conditions 
in Fall River, Mass. over a five- 
year. period. | 

“Cotton operatives between the 
ages of 15 and 44 are about one- 
half (45 per cent) more liable to 
die from all causes combined, than 
are non-mill operatives of the same 
age,” the report said. “Their haazrd 
from tuberculosis is 100 per cent, 
and from all non-tuberculosis causes 
of death 20 percent greater than 
the hazard of all other persons.’ 

It was said that the mortality 
among spinning room employees 
was especially important, because 70 
per cent of the workers there were 
women under 25 years. | 

Tuberculosis deaths were said to 
be 35 per cent of the total from all 
causes.

According to Madden who was 
formerly in the Pennsylvania state 
constabulay, Hoyt told him through 
the underground passage that “the 
only way for him to get out of trou- 
ble was to put the blame on Captain 
Detzer.” Hoyt also informed him, 
Madden testified, that he had got 
Schmidt, Lacey, Yatesand other 
prisoners to make statements in- 


criminating Detzer to the inspector 
general. 

The witness denied ever having 
seen in France Murray Phillips, of 
Brooklyn. who testified at the trial 
that Madden had _ stolen 5,100 
francs from himon July 1, 1919,. in 
the D. C. I. prison at Le Mans, and 
had divided it with Captain.Detzer. 
On that date, he said, he was a pris- 
oner in solitary confinement. 

Madden admited, undercross-ex- 
amination, that he had “smacked” 
several prisoners in the mouth for 
insubordination to examining of- 
ficers. He accused Sergeant Hoyt 
of brutalities. 

Colonel William R. Pope. com- 
mandant_ of the Tennessee Military 
academy at Sweetwater, Tenn., took 
the stand in defense of Captain Det- 
zer one of his subordinates abroad, 

When asked whether he would re- 
appoint Detzer as a military police 
captain, the witness, who was pro- 
vost marshal at Le Mans, said: 
“If I didn’t have confidence in him, 
I would not have kept him in that 
position.”

Answers te Saturday’s Questions. 

No. 1—For the best effect in hang- 
ing pictures the picture wire should 
not show. There are exceptions, 
however, to this rule, but. hang the 
wire from two hooks instead of one 
from picture molding, which will 
follow out the lines of the room. 
When the wire does not show a flat 
brass hook or small nail is used and 
is hidden behind the picture, and 
especially medium or small-sized 
ones. 

No. 2—The six steps necessa?y in 
cold-pack canning are: Preparation 
of food products and sterilizing of 
jars; blanching or scalding the fruit 
and vegetables, for loosening the 
skin, removing acids and preserving 
the coloring matter in’ the food; 
cold dipping of food from boiling 
water to cold, for a few seconds, 
and then drained; fruit or vegetables 
packed into the hot, sterilized jars, 
scalded rubbers and sterilized tops, 
placed, but only partly sealed; proc- 
essing or sterilizing of fruit in boil- 
ing water bath for specified time; 
sealing jars entirely when removed 
from hot-water bath and inverted to 
cool. Wrap jars separately in paper 
and store in a cool, dry place. 

No. 3—The whole art of rug weav- 

ing had its earliest beginning, as 
well as its greatest splendor, in 
Babylonia and Chaldea. 
No. 4—Boxes of various sizes, and 
labeled outside with the contents, 
render the greatest aid in caring for 
the smaller things in the closets and 
cupboards. Plenty of dress and 
waist hangers, slip cover hoops and 
a pole take care of clothing. 

No. 5—In all salad dressings, 
French and mayogsnaise, olive oil is 
the favorite fat. When too expen- 
sive and scarce, then any of the veg- 
etable fats may be used, and are 
exceedingly good in combiation 
with the olive oil. Butter, sweet and 
sour cream are more generally used 
in the cooked dressing. but the oils 
are sometimes added after removing 
from the fire and beaten until cold. 

No. 6—The standard order for 
placing a single service or cover of 
china and silver at the table is: One 
dinner plate one-half inch from the 
edge of the table, knife at the right 
with blade turned toward the plate, 
teaspoon at its right, then soup 
spoon, the oyster fork, using them 
in order of menu, from outside in 
toward the plate. On th@ left is the 
dessert or salad fork next the plate, 
then dinner fork, then napkin, and 
these used in their order from the 
outside in toward the dinner plate. 
A bread and butter plate at the end 
of fork and a water glass at the end 
of knife. 

No. 7—A good standard for a 
lemen pie is one that is flavored 
with lemon juice and not too sweet. 
It should not be so stiff as to cut 
like a cake, but a soft custard 
should follow the knife as it is cut, 
but even then should keep its shape. 
A little flour and fine white bread 
crumbs will give this texture, rather 
than a thickening of corn starch.

Wall Street Discusses 
Money Rate Situation 


BY R. L. BARNUM 
(The Constitution-Philadelphia Public Ledger Service. Copyright, 1919.) 

New York, December 29.—From Wall street to the north end of 
Manhattan island is exactly 14% miles. Twenty-third street is the 
widest part of the island—only 2% miles. - At Wall street its width is 
only three-quarters of a mile. For twenty, thirty, forty miles or more 
beyond the actual northern city limits a long narrow army of com- 
muters begins to move toward Wall street every morning. This morn- 
ing at 9:08 there was a complete tie-up of all of the city’s surface, 
elevated. and subway lines. Up to 10:15 Wall street, to those who 
were lucky enough to get in by way of the side door, the downtown 
Hudson river ferries or tunnel leading from New Jersey, looked like it 
does on a holiday. Then, after a halt of a half hour, the long, narrow 
army of southbound city and country commuters again began to move 
and quickly Wall street’s appearance changed. It looked like noon- 
time when the sidewalks are en masse swarming back and forth to 
luncheon. As a result of this morning’s complete breakdown in sur- 
face, subway and elevated lines, the stock exchange for the first time 
in its history for such a cause, failed to open its doors at 10 o’clock. 
Around 9:30 it was announced briefly on the ticker tape that the 
opening had been postponed to 10:30. 

- When the gong did sound and the first prices were collected it 
was found that the U. S. Steel common was down a point, Republic 
Iron and Steel 2 points, General Motors 3. Throughout the day the 
market was nervous, with the price tendency downward. 


. Money Subject of Discussion. 


Money was the subject of general‘ discussion in Wall street today 
from the cpening to the close of business. First, there was the week- 
end Federal Reserve bank statement for this district, showing, the 
ratio of total reserves to net deposits plus note circulation at 40, 
against 44.5 a week ago. That is near to the danger line as marked 
by the law. Philadelphia was down to 40.9, Richmond to 40.9, Mén- 
neapolis to 39.4, Kansas City 43.1. This was understood by Wall 
street to mean that the individual banks were to announce shortly an 
advance in the rediscount rate on commercial paper. : 

Call money opened this morning around 11:30 at 12 per cent, the 
highest renewal rate since November 19, or during the period of 
violent liquidation in securities, owing to tight money. The rate on 
time money was up to 8% per cent. That is the high rate for the 
year on time money. In the last hour 25 per cent was touched for 
call money. Under the circumstances the stock market held very well. 

Trading in bonds today was again very heavy. Last week’s total 
turnover in bonds footed up $143,600,000 against .$144,709,000 for the 
week ending December 20, $144,815,000 for the week ending December 
13, $131,042,000 for the week ending December 5, $106,041,000 for the 
week ending November 29, $90,380,000 for the week ending November 
22, $85,447,000 for the week ending November 15, $73,898,000 for the 
week ending November 8. Government issues showed a slight gain 
for last week. Today’s prices were a fraction higher. 


Conference of Bankers Called. 


A conference of bankers at-Washington has been called for Jan- 
uary 7 by the federal reserve board. Interest rates on loans and 
deposits will be. discussed, together with the general banking outlook. 

The decline from 44.6 to 40 per cent in the cash ratio of the New 
York Federal Reserve bank last week, with similar heavy declines 
recorded at most other centers, created something of a sensation in 
Wall street this morning. Inasmuch as 40 per cent in gold must be

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deposits, it is apparent that the reserve system is very near the end 
of its rope. Even more disturbing than the increase of more than 
$200,000,000 in rediscounts and sales’ of acceptances to the central 
bank was the loss of $17,000,000 gold by the system. New York itself 
reported a loss of $38,000,000. Thus the candle is burning at both ends 
—reserve requirements steadily increasing against a tteadily diminish- 
ing gold reserve. 

In view of the circumstances, it was not surprising that Wall 
street began to talk this morning of the possibility that discount rates 
would again be raised, but this time against commercial paper. This, 
it was held, would strike a blow at speculation in goods, whihc is tying 
up large funds. In banking circles the belief is expressed that another 
increase, should it occur, would affect both government security and 
commercial paper. Otherwise, the board would merely restore the 
preferential treatment of government paper, which was itself an in- 
centive to stock market speculation. 


What Will Labor Do? 


There are other factors beside the high rates for money and the 
stringency of credit which is concerning Wall street these days. One 
of these influences is the probable course of events in the world of 
labor. Already we hear that the brotherhoods of railway employees 
may make some new demands before the railroads are returned to 
their owners on March 1. Then there are the recommendations made 
by the president’s industrial commission. This calls for a national 
industrial tribunal with regional boards similar to that of the federal 
reserve system. It now remains to be seen whether or not labor‘\ac- 
cepts the recommendations o fthis commission, some of which seem 
strict in view of the stand taken by the labor party at the first confer- 
ence held in October. oe 

Announcement of an advance of from 12% to 15 per cent in the 
prices of rubber footwear and also in commercial products by the 
United States Rubber company, imparted a strong tone to the shares 
of that company on the local exchange today.. 
announcement rumors were spread around that further advance in 
tire prices may also be announced before long. This would’ be the 
second increase in tires within the past few months, and as the tire 
business is an important factor. in the company’s business, large earn- 
ings can be looked for if further advances are announced.

strange at first, to ears long accus- 
tomed to the present scores. They 
agree, however, that it is readily 
understood, is easily applied and all 
believe that it will add materially 
to the game’s present appeal. 


The present method of handicap- 
ping also has bee radically revised,| 
for thefollowing rule replaces the 
elaborate computations that have 
have been required for handicaps of 
the past: 

“The method of handicapping shall 
consist of allotting to each player 
one or more points in a set, these 
points to be added to the points 
scored by each player in that set. 
The points seored shall be recorded 
at the end of each game and, at the 
conclusion of the set, the allotted 
handicaps sha}]] be added to this to- 
tal. The “*player then having the 
greater number of points wins the 
set, regardless of the number of 
games. won or lost.” 

In its report, the committee says: 

“The arrangement of the rules 
differs from the present arrange- 
ment only in minor details. A few 
of the present laws haye been 
stricken out and nearly an equal 
number has been added. There has 
been, furthermore, a complete re- 
writing of: the laws. Directness 
and clearness have.been sought and.,; 
we believe, attained. As a whole 
there has been a very material 
shortening of the laws and a very. 
great improvement in their con- 
struction and phrasing.” 

While this committee’s report af- 
fects vitally the playing of the game, 
the recommendations of the com- 
mittee on revision of the constitu- 
tion are no less important to its or- 
ganization. Composed of Watson 
M. Washburn, Joseph M. Jennings 
and Paul B. Williams, this commit- 
tee has recommended changes it 
believes will find favor with those 
interested in tennis throughout the 
country. The important proposals 
have to do with voting and the 
power of sub-associations which are 
affiliated with the national body. 

In the matter of voting it has 
adopted the principle established 
after two years’ study by the com- 
mittee on equalization of vot- 
ing power, of which Abner §Y. 
Leech, Jr... of Washington, D. 
+ is chairman.: At present 
the club is recognized as the 
the uuit in voting at the annual meet- 
ing of the association. A_ club 
belonging directly tothe national 
association casts one vote;, irrespec- 
tive of its membership. Sub-associa- 
tions cast two votes for their first 
ten clubs and one vote additional 
for every five clubs or ‘fraction 
thereof above ten. 

Under the amendments proposed, 
a club will pay its dues direct to its 
local (tennis center) association. This 
body, in turn, will pay half its dues 
to the sectional association, and the 
sectional will pay half its dues to 
the national body. This arrange- 
ment will give the local organiza- 
tions a definite income for the de- 
velopment of tennis in their own 
communities, the lack ¢f which they 
believe has handicapped their ef- 
forts in the past. 

‘The eommittee recommends the 
division of the present middle states 
section. New York state and the 
metropolitan district within thirty- 
five miles of the New York city hall 
will be the New York section, while 
Pennsylvania and all of New Jersey 
except that part adjacent to New 
York city will continue as the 
middle states. As this section em- 
braces about twenty-two million 
people, it has been felt for some 
time that a division would be for the 
best interests of the game. Creation 
of the new section will invcive the 
election of an additional sectional 
delegate as a member of the exécu- 
tive committee.
